The Western Canada Water and 
Sewage Conlerence was held at Cal- 
gary on September 25th. and 26th. It 
was a meeting of officials, engineers 
and operators of water and sewerage 
systems of the three prairie provinces. 
Nearly_all cities and towns were re- 
prevented. Papers were given on var- 
ious phases of operation and = con- 
struction by experts, with individual 
problems and questions discussed by 
the group. The Conference indicated 4 
evea. increase in the number of sew- 
erage systems constructed with the 
greater emphasis on the purity and 
treatment of water supplies. Nearly 
all towns and cities reported that 
they must either increase the capacity 
of their water systems or meter the 
supply to prevent waste. 

W. L Jones and Wm. Hague repre- 
sented the Town of Raymond and re- 
port that they received valuable infor- 
mation which will assist them in the 
operation of the Raymond system. 

The President of the Conference 
was D. R, Stanley, Provincial Sanitary 
Engineer for Alberta. The Conference 
next year will be held in Saskatoon 
with Professor Foresburg of the Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan, as President.

Did you that the 
through the projectors at the rate of 
$0 feet per minute? Do you realize 
how many feet of film would there- 
fore be required for a full-length show 
of say an hour and a half? Rather 
amazing, n'est ce pas? Did you know 
that the film stops momentarily be- 
tween each frame and that as it moves 
from one frame to the next a shutter 
shuts off the light from the screen? 
Think how many times the film must 
stop and start and the shutter open 
and close In one minute of operation 
or 90 feet of film! Did you realize that 
the sound in talking pictures came 
from light; that the sound track on 
a film consists of a series of what 
lovk like ties on « railroad track’ 
Each mark varies in intensity and 
width. As they pass through the pro- 
jector they interupt a photo-electric 
cell which in turn activates the sound 
apparatus producing the singing and 
talking in our films. Much the 
depth of the groove in a phonograph 
needle governs the sound, so does the 
Intensity and width of marks 
on the film determine sound 
comes from the sound aparatus. This

“Eat Your Food” 

“Bat up your food!" How many 
small youngsters are urged by their 
mothers to do just this. “Only” child- 
ren and the first child in a family 
are often taken to a doctor about his 
lack of appetite. In the matter of not 
eating, a child can defy authority and 
usually win in the conflict with a par- 
ent. Discipline bribes, the usual 
“strong arm methods”, defeat their 
own end in making a child eat what 
he will not touch. What is a poor 
parent to do in face of a child's ob- 
stinate refusal to eat vegetables or 
any other article of food which is es- 
sential for a balanced diet? 


There is a great temptation to have 
a ‘scene’ then and there at the dinner 
table, But that is the one thing not 
Threats, pleading, spanking, 
frantic ally engaging in a game to dis- 
tract or amuse the child while eating, 
are all undesirable ways to meet this 
problem,

But whatever the method of attack 
in fighting this lack of appetite sit- 
tation, it is of first importance that a 
parent try to discover the underlying 
reason why eating for the child has 
become a problem. It should be a plea- 
The goal of a parent should 
not be to get a certain amount of food 
of certain kinds, into a child each day, 
but that the habit of eating 
should be a pleasurable one.

A problem child is seldom an ‘acci- 
dent’ but very often partly the result 
of mistaken behaviour on the part of 
a parent. Thus a mother might well 
ask herself these questions about her 
child if her child is persistently refus- 
ing to eat: 

Is my child ill? 

Is my child the nervous, high strung 
type who cannot eat ‘under pressure’? 

Is my child at a ‘negative stage’, 
With the “No! No!” response to most 
requests? 

Is my child eating ‘snacks’ between 
meals? 

Is meal time a happy time for my 
child? 

Am I too fussy about my child's 
‘sloppiness’ or manners at meal-time? 

Am I too anxious about the amount 
of food he consumes? 

Do I give my child too many com- 
mands while he is eating? 


Do I focus all my attention on him? 


Do I give my child too large a 
helpings? 
Do I serve food in attractive forms 


and appealing color contrasts? 

Do I criticize food in his hearing o1 

my dislike 
And last but not least, if I put my- 

self in my child's place, would meals 


show for certain dishes? 


be much fun? 

Honestly answering these questions 
will likely suggest some changes in a 
mother’s method or attitude—possibly 
some new resolutions! Some mother's. 
find it an exeellent plan to write in 
black and white in diary fashion the 
plan they intend to follow in trying 
to solve an‘eating problem’, Then they 
record after each meal the success or 
failure in small ways. This is a substi- 
tute for nagging the child or worrying 
the father. Over the period of a week, 
progress in some respects is almost 
bound to show. 

An objective, long range viewpoint 
is worthwhile. Childhood is brief and 
every child through difficult 
phases, Many a small youngster who 
has been a ‘picky’ eater, develops a 
tremendous appetite during the ‘teen’ 
years. Mother's problem is then chan- 
ged into finding enough to fill him 
up, at a reasonable cost! Her memory 
of past struggles in facing the food 
problem are replaced by other ques- 
tions. There are few dull moments 
in the life of a mother and it is a pity 
to let any one perplexity ‘get you 
down’, You have to pull your weight 
in contributing to a happy family at- 
mosphere at meal aud other times.
